AD HOC COMITE ON SPECIAL MEASURES- 

GA PRES BENITES (ECUADOR) CALLED INFORMAL MEETING JUNE 6 
OF 35 DESIGNATED MEMBERS TO DISCUSS ORGANIZATION OF AD HOC 
COMITE. WITH EXCEPTION ONE EE, MEMBERSHIP TO BE FORMALLY 
ANNOUNCED AND FIRST OFFICIAL MEETING HELD JUNE 10, WITH 
SUBSEQUENT MEETINGS SCHEDULED FOR WEEK OF JUNE 17. SOVIETS 
AGREED FORMAL MEETINGS COULD BEGIN PENDING AGREEMENT ON THIRD

SAMPAIO. IN CALL ON AMB BENNETT, STRESSED "DIFFICULT

SOVIET REP KOVALENKO (USSR) STATED IN TC JUNE 7 QUESTION OF

OTHER GENERAL DEBATE STATEMENTS WERE MADE BY REPS FRANCE, 

UK AND AUSTRALIA, AND WHO REP INTRODUCED DOCUMENT CONTAINING 
OBSERVATIONS ON HEALTH SITUATION IN TTPI. 

DE LATAILLADE (FRANCE) STATED AA HAD NOT ONLY POLITICAL DUTIES 
BUT IT MUST ENSURE ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND HARMONIOUS SOCIAL 
PROGRESS. EDUCATION SHOULD BE ADAPTED TO NEEDS OF MICRONESIAN 
ECONOMY AND STUDY MADE OF EMPLOYMENT POSSIBILITIES. HE 
THOUGHT TC SHOULD EXPRESS ITS RESERVATIONS REGARDING SEPARATE 
TENDENCIES ON MARIANAS. AND IF MARIANAS CHOSE CLOSER STATUS 
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WITH US, AA SHOULD ASSURE THAT DOOR REMAINED OPEN FOR 
MARIANAS PEOPLE TO CHOOSE CLOSER RELATIONSHIP WITH REST OF 
TTPI, IF THEY LATER DESIRED TO DO SO. HE WOULD LIKE TO HEAR 
COMMENTS OF AA REGARDING CONTROL BY COM OVER BUDGETARY 
MATTERS AND ABOUT POWERS OF DISTRICT LEGISLATURES. HE 
HOPED THAT BY NEXT TC SESSION AGREEMENT WOULD BE REACHED 
TO FINALLY END TRUSTEESHIP AGREEMENT. 

MURRAY (UK) SUGGESTED THERE WAS RISK THAT TOO AMBITIOUS 
DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM MIGHT CONDEMN MICRONESIA TO CONTINUING 
DEPENDENCE ON EXTERNAL ASSISTANCE FOR MAY YEARS. "IT WOULD 
BE STRANGE PARADOX IF CURRENT NEGOTIATIONS FOR LOOSER FORM 
OF RELATIONSHIP BETWEEN US AND MICRONESIA ENDED IN IN 
ADVERTENT CREATION OF ECONOMY THAT COULD ONLY SURVIVE 
THROUGH CONSTANT INJECTIONS OF FUNDS FROM ABROAD,” HE SAID. 

HE ASKED IF ANY THOUGHT HAD BEEN GIVEN TO PROJECTS WHICH 
DEVELOPMENT BANK OF MICRONESIA MIGHT ASSIST. HE HAD DOUBTS ABOUT 
CONCENTRATION OF TOURISM DEVELOPMENT IN MARIANAS, AND 
THOUGHT MORE SHOULD BE DONE TO ENSURE OTHER DISTRICTS SHARED 
IN FINANCIAL BENEFITS OF TOURISM. THERE MUST BE CONTINUED 
EMPHASIS ON VOCATIONAL RATHER THAN ACADEMIC TRAINING, HE SAID, 
NOTING SUPPLY OF EDUCATED PEOPLE MIGHT SHORTLY OUTPACE AVAILABLE 
JOBS. UK WOULD VIEW WITH CONCERN ANY STEP TOWARD SEPARATION 
OF MARSHALLS FROM REST OF MICRONESIA. MURRAY WONDERED IF IT 
WAS "REALLY PRACTICAL POLITICS" FOR TRUSTEESHIP STATUS TO 
REMAIN IN EXISTENCE UNTIL 1981 IF, AS SEEMED POSSIBLE, 
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ARRANGEMENTS FOR BOTH INTERNAL AND EXTERNAL STATUS COULD BE

PEOPLE WOULD FEEL ENCOURAGED TO TAKE CHARGE OF THEIR 
AFFAIRS WELL BEFORE 1981. HE URGED AA TO PROMOTE NATIONAL 
UNITY THROUGH ITS PROGRAM OF POLITICAL EDUCATION FOR 
SELF-GOVT. HE SPOKE OF IMPROVEMENTS IN SOCIAL ADVANCEMENT, 
EDUCATION AND HEALTH, WELL AS AA'S CONCERN TO ENSURE VOCATIONAL

ROOTS OF RECONCILIATION AND UNDERSTANDING AMONG

JAIN, REITERATING INDIA'S PEACEFUL INTENTIONS, TOLD COMITE

BY EXTRANEOUS ISSUES SUCH AS ONE RAISED BY PAKISTAN. HE

INDIA WANTED TO USE ITS TECHNOLOGY TO IMPROVE STANDARD 
OF LIVING OF ITS PEOPLE AND THIS WAS CONSTRUCTIVE APPRO- 
ACH. NORMALIZATION ON SUBCONTINENT HAD BEGUN AND IF IT 
WAS HAMPERED FOR ANY REASON SURELY PEACEFUL NUCLEAR EXPLOSION 
BY INDIA SHOULD NOT BE TAKEN AS EXCUSE. 

CHOU NAN (CHINA) REITERATED PRC POSITION ON NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS, CHARGED TWO SUPERPOWERS USED THEIR NUCLEAR WEAPONS 
AS TOOL "FOR PUSHING THEIR POLICIES OF BLACKMAIL, EXPANSION, 
AGGRESSION AND WAR," AND SAID US AND USSR SHOULD AGREE 
TO DISMANTLE ALL NUCLEAR BASES ON TERRITORIES OF OTHER 
COUNTRIES AND DECLARE THEY WOULD NOT BE FIRST TO USE NUCLEAR 
WEAPONS. "WE FIRMLY SUPPORT PAKISTAN'S POSITION OF OPPOSING 
NUCLEAR THREAT AND NUCLEAR BLACKMAIL," HE SAID. HE BLAMED 
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SUPERPOWERS FOR LACK OF TRANQUILITY IN INDIAN OCEAN 
ZONE, AND SAID ’HISTORY OF ONE SUPERPOWER DISMEMBERING 
INDIAN OCEAN COUNTRY IS STILL FRESH IN PEOPLE S MEMORY 
AND WE CANNOT BUT MAINTAIN HIGH VIGILANCE IN THIS RESPECT." 
BENNETT 
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MOTT (AUSTRALIA) NOTED GOA REAFFIRMED ITS OPPOSITION TO 
ALL FORMS OF NUCLEAR TESTING, AND SAID INDIAN ACTION RAISED

SUGGESTIONS OF FRG ANTI-APARTHEID MOVEMENT THAT CONFERENCE 
OF ANTI-APARTHEID MOVEMENTS IN WESTERN EUROPE BE ORGANIZED NEXT 
YEAR AND COMITE CONSIDER APPOINTING PERMREP IN EUROPE; BRING 
TO SYG'S ATTENTION FACT THOMAS COOK'S TRAVEL, WHICH MAKES 
ARRANGEMENTS FOR TRAVEL OF UN STAFF AND HAS OFFICES IN UN 
HDQRS, IS ENGAGED IN PROMOTING TOURS OF SOUTH AFRICA. ON 
LAST POINT, COMITE FAVORED URGENT ACTION, IN LIGHT GA RESES,

TO LOOK INTO QUESTION ON WHETHER UN FUNDS, INCLUDING PENSION 
FUNDS, WERE INVESTED IN COMPANIES DEALING WITH SA OR HAVING 
SUBSIDIARIES IN SA. 

WORKING GROUP WAS AUTHORIZED TO LOOK INTO VISIT OF C-IN-C OF 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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SA DEFENSE FORCES, BIERMANN, TO WASHINGTON AND REPORTS OF 
"SECRET MILITARY CONTACTS BETWEEN SA AND WESTERN POWERS,"' 

REPORTED USE BY SOME WESTERN POWERS OF NAVAL FACILITIES NEAR 
CAPE TOWN, AND REPORT SOME GOVTS CONSIDERING PURCHASE OF 
CACTUS MILLILE DEVELOPED BY SA IN COOPERATION WITH FRANCE. 

OTHER ACTION INCLUDED: DECISION TO SEND APPEAL TO ALL GOVTS 
TO SUPPORT INTERNATIONAL DEFENSE AND AID FUND, AND TO COLLECT 
INFO ON ROLE PLAYED BY INTERNATIONAL BANKS IN SUPPORT OF SA. COMITE 
DECIDED TO ACCEPT INVITATIONS FROM BRITISH ANTI-APARTHEID MOVEMENT 
TO JUNE 30 MEETING AND FROM ASPSO FOR JUNE 5-6 MEETINGS IN FREETOWN. 

CHAIRMAN REPORTED ON HIS DISCUSSIONS WITH UK MIN ENNALS, SAID 
HE WAS IMPRESSED BY NEW CLIMATE OF HOPEFULNESS CREATED BY 
RECENT EVENTS IN PORTUGAL AND SOUTHERN AFRICA, AND REVIEWED SPECIAL 
SESSION IN EURPOE. HE HOPED SOME WEO MEMBERS WOULD 
PARTICIPATE IN COMITE AFTER NEXT GA. HE HAD RECEIVED INVITATION 
FROM FRENCH GOVT AND IN VIEW DECLARATIONS OF NEW GOVT THESE 
CONSULTATIONS WOULD APPEAR TO BE "EXTREMELY TIMELY AND IMPORTANT." 
HE ALSO RECEIVED "VERY FRIENDLY" INVITATION FROM JAPANESE

WITH STATE DEPARTMENT AND INTERESTED CONGRESSMEN AND HE 
HOPED IT WOULD BE POSSIBLE TO MEET WITH SECY KISSINGER.
